A Northants Police officer beat his 
wife to death with a large battery 
and a paint pot after she went off 
sex, a court heard yesterday. 

PC Adrian Goldsmith, 50 - known 
as Otis - is accused of bludgeoning 
wife Jill, 49, in the porch of their 
home next to the police station 
where he worked. 

A court heard he battered her 


repeatedly in the head with a pot of 
paint, a mallet and a box-type bat¬ 
tery before choking her with his 
bare hands. 

Jill was found dead last March at 
the couple’s semi-detached 
£140,000 home in Wootton Hall 
Park, Northampton, just yards from 
Northants Police HQ. 

A jury at Stafford Crown Court, 
where Goldsmith is on trial for mur¬ 
der, yesterday heard a 999 call he 
made to police claiming his wife 


attacked him. In the recording, 
Goldsmith said: “My wife tried to 
kill me, I think she’s dead.” 

He was arrested at their home, 
where officers found him holding a 
kitchen knife and broken glass, the 
court heard. 

Mr Goldsmith was allegedly 
sweating, shaking and crying, had 
blood on his face and had allegedly 
stabbed himself to make it look like 
self defence.

Ghostly monk 
baffles sceptic

A man on a mission to 
prove ghosts are not real 
has been left baffled 
after photographing a 
monk-like hooded fig¬ 
ure at a graveyard in 
Northants - just days 
after another eerie spirit 
was pictured at the same 
location. 

The Northants Herald 
and Post reported last 
week that a self-con¬ 
fessed believer in ghosts 
had captured what he 
believed to be a spirit 
kneeling over a grave at a 
cemetery in Weedon Bee, 
near Daventry. 

But just five days after 
the sighting on New 
Year’s Day, Daventry- 
man Dean Johnson took 
his camera to the same 
location, late at night, in 


a bid to prove the believ¬ 
er wrong. 

Only when he snapped 
away, he was stumped to 
find one of the 30 images 
he took showed a myste¬ 
rious swirl of mist 
shaped like a monk. 

“It was really spooky,” 
said Dean, aged 48, who 
works as a delivery driver 
for Waitrose in Daventry. 
“I had taken loads of ran¬ 
dom pictures of the same 
area, and this came out. 

“It was cold on the 
night, and you could see 
in the other pictures that 
my breath was coming 
into the shot right in 
front of the camera. But 
this one was nothing like 
it - and it wasn’t even a 
misty night. 

“But it certainly does 
look like a misty kind of 
monk, to me anyway - 
especially with that 
cloak and hood. And 


when I posted it on 
Facebook, without even 
saying anything, one of 
my friends thought it 
looked like the grim 
reaper! But I think it 
looks more like a monk 
with his right arm 
behind his back.” 

Dean’s trip to the cem¬ 
etery was part of what he 
has been trying to do for 
30 years - prove there are 
no such thing as ghosts. 

“I have been doing this 
for a long time, and I 
notice in a lot of cases 
where ghosts are appar¬ 
ently spotted that people 
have to circle the area, 
which is what happened 
with the story about 
three ghosts being seen 
at Weedon Bee,” he said. 

“I have to say, this is 
just one of three clearest 
pictures I’ve taken in my 
life where I can’t explain 
what the cause is”

Nathan to try cold calling 


Lawrence John speaks to 
Dr Nathan Smith about 
psychology and penguins 



A lecturer in sports psychol¬ 
ogy at the University of 
Northampton is heading off 
to Antarctica to carry out 
some scientific research and 
to see some penguins. 

Nathan Smith, 26, will be 
taking on the challenge of 
freezing temperatures when 
he joins an international 
expedition to the Antarctic 
for three weeks from March 
9 to 27. 

He is going to be part of 
the ‘2041 International 
Antarctic Expedition (LAE)’, 
which will set sail from the 
Argentinian port of Ushuaia 
- its nickname is ‘the end of 
the world’ to Antarctica. 

The expedition will have an 
international flavour as all 
the individuals are coming 
from different parts of the 
globe. 

They will all participate in 
the Leadership on the Edge 
programme, a scheme 
devised by world-renowned 
adventurer Robert Swann. 

The programme aims to 
educate future world leaders 


on the benefits of protecting 
the natural world, and the 
importance of developing 
resilient people and com¬ 
munities. 

Knowing how people from 
diverse backgrounds will 
respond to such extreme, 
isolated and confined situa¬ 
tions is crucial for safe and 
successful journeys into 
extreme environments. 

Such information will 
become increasingly impor¬ 
tant as the opportunity to 
travel to remote parts of the 
Earth - and beyond - 
becomes more accessible to 
more people. 

As part of the expedition, 
Dr Smith will be conducting 
research into how the expe¬ 
dition members cope with 
the extreme cold and isola¬ 
tion of the frozen south. 

The three main scientific 
objectives of the expedition 
are: to examine how expo¬ 
sure to extreme conditions 
relates to post-expedition 
adjustment to ‘normal’ life; 
to explore the role of per¬

sonality and personal val¬ 
ues when coping with stress 
in extreme, isolated and 
confined conditions; and to 
observe group cohesion and 
performance in a culturally- 
diverse expedition group. 

Dr Smith said: “I first knew 
about Antarctica when I was 
five or six years old and was 
learning about Scott and 
Shackelton in the Antarctic. 

“I never thought I would 
go there. It will be a once- 
in-a-lifetime trip, and a fas¬ 
cinating source of research. 
This expedition brings 
together people from 
around the world, many of 
whom have never been out 
of the country they live in. 


The idea is to see how they 
perform in such an extreme 
and isolated environment - 
we’ll be looking at their psy¬ 
chology in extreme condi¬ 
tions. 

“I’ll be observing the 
others and taking notes, 
and there’s a question¬ 
naire before and after 
the expedition. I’ve 
been on a few mini¬ 
expeditions myself, 
but nothing like this. 

In many ways, I’m as 
naive as them.”

Trampoline plan 
is full of bounce

Plans to replace the former 
depot of a parcel delivery 
firm in Northampton with a 
trampoline arena have been 
submitted to the borough 
council. 

The unveiled plans, lodged 
by Northampton-based 
Portman Leisure Ltd, would 
convert the former City Link 
depot at Riverside Retail Park 
into an indoor trampoline 
park. 

The planning application to 
Northampton Borough 
Council states that the Targe 


trampoline arena’ would take 
up 60 per cent of the ground 
floor of the 35,924 sq ft prem¬ 
ises; 41 per cent of it - around 
15,000 sq ft - would be cov¬ 
ered entirely by trampolines. 

The site, which was once 
owned by City Link before it 
collapsed into administration 
in 2014, would comprise of 
various interconnected tram¬ 
poline zones. 

The zones would include a 
main court area with more 
than 50 interconnected tram¬ 
polines, which would incor¬ 
porate tumble tracks, blocks, 
vaults, boxes and angled wall 
trampolines. Activities within 


this area would relate to adult 
and junior fitness and play 
sessions. 

There would be foam pits for 
various trampoline activities, 
including aerial tricks and 
freestyle; basketball lanes 
and a dodgeball trampoline 
zone which can be used dur¬ 
ing general sessions as well as 
competitions and other group 
sporting events; and toddler 
zones 

The arena would create 50 
new jobs, including five new 
apprenticeships. 

The planning committee is 
expected to make a decision 
on the plans by April 4.

Striking junior doctors form picket line 


Passing drivers hooted their 
support as striking junior 
doctors formed a picket line 
outside Northampton 
General Hospital on Tuesday 
morning. 

Doctors, supporters and 
members of the public 
braved the cold at the 
hospital’s entrance on 
Cliftonville Road to make 
their voices heard during the 
24-hour strike. 

Junior doctors walked out 
at 8am after months of 
negotiations between the 
Government and British 
Medical Association over a 
contract change failed to 
reach agreement. 

The change, being pushed 


by Health Secretary Jeremy 
Hunt, is to make the NHS a 
‘seven-day service’ by 
having more doctors w 
orking Saturdays and 
extending working hours 
until 10pm. 

But junior doctors fear this 
would see thousands 
working longer, unsafe 
hours - longer than the 
current contracted hours 
which are Monday to Friday 
from 7am to 7pm. 

Some of the protesters on 
the picket line in 
Northampton were holding 
placards, some of which 
read ‘this is not an accident, 
it is an emergency’, ‘it’s 
everyone’s fight’, and ‘not 


safe, not fair’. 

Following the strike, a 
spokesperson for 
Northampton General 
Hospital told the Northants 
Herald and Post that 350 
appointments and 43 opera¬ 
tions had to be cancelled as 
a result of the strike, 

The spokesperson added: 
“We’re very sorry that 
patients had appointments 
cancelled but we took that 
decision to allow us to con¬ 
centrate on those patients 
in most need of care. 

“Our junior doctors have 
provided emergency and 
on-call cover in keeping 
with the nationally-agreed 
arrangements.” 


Force gave cop 
formal warning

A Northants Police 
officer who allegedly 
choked his wife to death 
with his bare heads had 
been given a formal 
warning for misconduct 
after ‘misusing police 
intelligence systems', a 
court heard. 

PC Adrian Goldsmith, 
aged 50, is accused of 
murdering his wife Jill, 
49, in the porch of their 
semi-detached £140,000 
home in Wootton Hall 
Park, next to the police 
force’s HQ. 

A jury at Stafford 
Crown Court, where 
Goldsmith is on trial for 
murder, yesterday heard 


he battered her repeat¬ 
edly in the head with a 
pot of paint, a mallet and 
a box-type battery before 
choking her with his 
bare hands. 

But the court also 
heard that in an inter¬ 
view Goldsmith said his 
wife had come at him 
with the knife ‘like a 
whirling dervish’ and 
stabbed him. 

The court heard the 
couple, who married in 
May 2014, had problems 
including Jill’s lack of sex 
drive caused by her 
starting the menopause. 

Prosecutor John Lloyd 
Jones QC said: “The rela¬ 
tionship was at times a 
happy one but after their 
marriage their relation¬ 
ship became beset with 


difficulties. They would 
frequently argue and it’s 
fair to say they both had 
their fair share of per¬ 
sonal problems.” 

The court heard 
Goldsmith, who has 
three children from a 
previous marriage, told 
officers he was forced to 
defend himself against 
her, saying he felt it was 
“sh*t or bust.” 

The jury was told that 
in September 2013 he 
was given a formal warn¬ 
ing for misconduct after 
‘misusing police intelli¬ 
gence systems’. He later 
signed off work on two 
occasions before return¬ 
ing. 

Goldsmith denies mur¬ 
der. 

The trial continues.

Police HQ set to 
become school

Police and Crime Comm¬ 
issioner for North¬ 
amptonshire, Adam Simm- 
onds, has announced the 
start of a public consultation 
on a new proposal for the 
police to leave the Wootton 
Hall Park site in the next two 
and a half years. 

The move is designed to 
save £40million over the next 
25 years through more cost- 
effective buildings and facili¬ 
ties. 

Public consultation on the 
strategy has begun at both 
www.NorthantsPCC.org.uk 
and www.Northampton- 
shire PoliceEstatesStrategy. 
co.uk and end at midnight on 
February 7, after which a 
final decision will be made. 

Proposals for the future of 
the Wootton Hall Park site in 


Northampton, which is joint¬ 
ly owned by the Office of the 
Police and Crime Comm¬ 
issioner and Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council, 
provisionally include the sale 
of part of the site, that 
includes the buildings which 
currently comprise part of 
the Police Headquarters, to 
the Education Funding 
Agency (EFA) for the creation 
of a new school. 


The Wootton Park School 
will offer a crime science spe¬ 
cialism and will provide 
spaces for more than 1,000 
pupils aged from four to 18 
years old. 

The draft strategy also pro¬ 
poses that a new Police 
Investigation Centre, provid¬ 
ing custody provision for the 
north of the county, will be 
built in the Kettering/Corby 
police district.

from the 1970s, however, if you 
are watching or recording live 
television, then you do need a 
TV licence.”

One driver from North¬ 
ampton has amassed 33 
point on their driving 
licence. 

This is one of the facts 
unearthed by a Freedom of 
Information request made 
to the DVLA by the Institute 
of Advanced Motorists 
(IAM). It was told there were 


three drivers with more 
than 40 points on their driv¬ 
ing licences who are still 
allowed on the road. 

The enquiry also found 13 
people in Britain currently 
have 28 or more points on 
their driving licence, the 
worst of those amassing 51 
points. 


In addition, the numbers 
of drivers with 12 or more 
points has gone up by 9% in 
just seven months between 
March and October 2015 - 
from 6,884 to 7,517. 

The DVLA stated individu¬ 
al courts have the powers to 
choose not to disqualify a 
driver.

Biker’s pride and 
joy stolen in raid

A Northamptonshire biker whose distinctive 
Yamaha motorcycle has been stolen wants to 
make it ‘too hot to handle for the thieves’. 

Lorry driver and self-confessed bike obses¬ 
sive Timothy Wade has been left feeling sick 
and gutted since his pride and joy was stolen 
from him on Monday. 

It had been left chained up in his works 
yard in Corby last Monday, January 4, when 
at 9.10pm two thieves were seen stealing it. 

The CCTV images in the yard clearly show 
one of them holding a torch while the other 
uses a hacksaw to cut through the security 
chain. 

They then wheeled the bike, registration 
number YD12 YPN, away and pushed it 
through a hole in the fence at the back of the 
yard which they had made earlier. 

Timothy, 55, who lives in Northampton, 
said he feared eithe the bike had been stolen 
to order as it was such a rare model, or it 
would be stripped down for parts as the 
thieves would not be able to start it without 


the right key. 

He feared he would not get his bike back 
but worse than that it would be found aban¬ 
doned and burnt out. 

He : “I have had the bike two years. It is a 
very expensive Yamaha with a distinctive 
livery (Swan Vesta). There are only 11 or 12 of 
them in the UK. 

“As soon as I saw it I wanted it. 

“When my boss called and told me on 
Tuesday afternoon it had been stolen I felt 
sick and gutted. 

“They must have gone prepared by bring¬ 
ing a hacksaw to cut the chain. 

“I think they were either stealing it to order 
or to strip down for parts. 

“They can never start it as it needs the cor¬ 
rect key as it will not start because of the 
immobilizer. 

“I hope I get it back even if it is damaged I 
just could not take finding it burnt out. 

“Whatever happens I will get a new bike if I 
do not get this back.”

Sheep killed and butchered in county field

A number of similar 
incidents have also been 
reported in the Denton and 
Brafield-on-the-Green areas 
over the past 18 months.

Roman finds extend 
Abbey site’s history 


The history of Delapre Abbey 
extends hundreds of years further 
than previously thought, after 
Roman artefacts were discovered at 
the site. 

As part of the building’s Heritage 
Lottery funded restoration, ground¬ 
work to install new gas pipes uncov¬ 
ered a series of finds which are set 
to change the way the whole site is 
viewed. 

Iain Soden, of Iain Soden Heritage 
Services, is the on-site archaeolo¬ 
gist. He discovered a concentration 
of high-quality pottery, a glass ves¬ 


sel, and a copper alloy pin, all most 
likely from the late Roman period. 

Previously it was thought the 
medieval abbey, built in the twelfth 
century, was the earliest activity on 
the site. 

Iain will now work to clean and 
piece together the shards of pottery, 
and an archaeological illustrator 
will recreate what they looked like. 

But one of the most interesting 
and intriguing finds was a small 
glass phial which appears intact, 
and will be the subject of further 
study, along with the other relics.

Centre has a brighter future

Northampton town centre was 
much busier in December 2015 than 
the same month the previous year, 
official footfall figures released by 
the borough council have revealed. 

Footfall was up more than 22 per 
cent in Market Square and Abington 
Street, from 1,249,511 visitors in 
December 2014 to 1,526,974. 

And as for the full calendar year, 
the town saw an increase in footfall 
of 2.6 per cent, from 14,476.969 in 


2014 to 14,859,519 in 2015. 

Before 2014, the number of 
shoppers coming to Northampton 
town centre had been falling, with 
the figure standing at 15.9 million 
shoppers in 2010 and then 14.1 
million in 2013. 

The news comes after the town’s 
Grosvenor Shopping Centre 
submitted plans to the council to 
transform its ‘dated’ and 
‘overlooked’ entrances. 

In a bid to ‘draw shoppers and 
tourists back into the market town’, 
the biggest changes would involve 
the glass, green canopies on the 


Market Square and Abington Street 
entrances being removed and 
replaced with new ones. 

The Abington Street canopy would 
have integrated illumination that 
creating a light strip leading into the 
entrance, and would also bear a 
vertical signage ‘fin’ that would cut 
through the front of the canopy and 
display the centre’s illuminated 
logo. 

The Market Square canopy would 
be less cluttered compares to the last 
one, with just a ‘discreet, modern 
glazed’ canopy extending over the 
entrance. 


But there would also be new 
additions to the Market Square 
entrance, including a totem pole 
with illuminated signage on it and a 
‘beacon’ light on the top - which 
would sit in front of the entrance. 

A11 the changes would be made to 
reflect the shopping centre’s new 
colour scheme, which is a dusky 
grey, and would also see the 
Northampton House entrance be 
refurbished with new signage above 
the entrance to match the other two 
entrances.

Adam Simmonds, Police and 
Crime Commissioner for 
Northamptonshire, has 
revealed how new North¬ 
amptonshire Police build¬ 
ings could look if the pro¬ 
posed new Estates Strategy 
put forward by his office is 
accepted following public 
consultation. 

The Commissioner has 
announced plans to save over 
£40million through more effi¬ 
cient use of police facilities, 
including vacating the exist¬ 
ing headquarters at Wootton 


Hall in favour of several 
smaller bases and the adop¬ 
tion of more agile working 
practices. 

Part of these plans include 
the creation of a new Police 
Investigation Centre and 
Northern Accommodation 
Building, which will be situ¬ 
ated just off the A43 next to 
the A6003 between Kettering 
and Corby and provide work 
space for approximately 350 
staff. 

Computer generated images 
have been released giving a 
more detailed view of the 
planned buildings. 


Mr Simmonds said: “One of 
the primary drivers behind 
looking at a new strategy for 
Northamptonshire Police 
buildings has been the need 
to serve the whole of the 
county through the utilisa¬ 
tion of a number of different 
smaller bases, rather than just 
one headquarters. 

“The new site offers links to 
the county and will also allow 
us to progress talks with 
Leicestershire Police regard¬ 
ing integration of certain 
working practices. Our desire 
is to provide the best possible 
service for residents.”

Home to the soldiers' sweetheart 



LONG before Katherine Jenkins 
was boosting troops’ morale with 
her mezzo soprano tunes, Vera 
Lynn was the original forces 
sweetheart. 

Soldiers during the Second 
World War were cheered by her 
songs and frontline visits, and 
one of her hits, We’ll Meet 
Again, is the most iconic song 
from the conflict. 

Now officially retired, the 
98-year-old has had an 80-year 
career and is the only artist to 
have had hits spanning the 
British single and album charts 
from its inception to the 21st 
century. In 1952 Lynn had three 
singles in the first singles chart 
and in 2009 had a No. 1 album 
with We’ll Meet Again - The 
Very Best of Vera Lynn. It also 
made her the oldest living artist 
to have a UK Top 20 album. 

She took the brave step to go 
and sing in Egypt, India and 
Burma back in 1944, with her 
pianist, piano and a pistol, 
spending four months in a camp 
entertaining the troops as the 
Battle of Kohima raged nearby. 


For the next half-century, the 
national treasure and 
record-breaker toured the world, 
recorded, made TV and radio 
shows and worked tirelessly for 
charities. 

Born in London, she lived in 
Hassocks, West Sussex, after the 
war. Her former home - Clayton 
Holt, an Edwardian Country 
House built in 1907 - is in the 


South Downs National Park, and 
currently for sale at £1.15m.

IF YOU’RE about to put your 
property on the market then it 
looks set to be the best time to do 
it, according to the latest 
research by the Halifax. 

Its figures suggest that buyers 
outnumber sellers and it’s 
driving up prices across the UK 
as supply is outstripped by 
demand. The situation is worse 
in the south, and Greater 
London saw the biggest fall in 
house sales during the first eight 
months of 2015 (down 14 per 
cent) compared to the same 
period the previous year. 

But Salford experienced the 
biggest rise, up 23 per cent, 
possibly benefiting from the 
defection of the BBC and other 
broadcasters to its waterfront 
MediaCityUK development. 

Pontefract in West Yorkshire 
is another property hotspot, 
where house sales have risen by 
20 per cent. In fact, all 10 towns 
with the biggest sales hikes are 
outside southern England. 

Market Rasen in Lincolnshire 
had the biggest fall in sales - a 30 
per cent drop, and bank bosses 


are attributing the turnaround 
to a shortage of properties as 
well as rising house prices in 
southern regions. 

The number of home sales 
across the country were 8 per 
cent lower than in the same 
period in 2014, according to the 
research based on Land Registry 
figures. Most towns (82 per cent) 
had a fall in sales - in stark 
contrast to 2014 when nearly all 
of them (97 per cent) had sales 
increase. 


However, those areas which 
fared worst didn’t necessarily 
have a drop off in prices, with 
average cost of homes in the 
capital increasing by £55,095. 

Craig McKinlay, mortgages 
director at Halifax, said: “There 
remain substantial local 
variations in housing activity 
with a small number of towns 
recording significant increases. 
These towns are largely in the 
north and are where prices are 
relatively low.” 


200 homes a day trip over £1m mark 



LONDONERS might own 
swanky homes, but the crazy 
housing market is now creating 
property millionaires all over 
the country. 

The East of England and 
Yorkshire and The Humber had 
the largest rise in the sale of 
million-pound properties last 
year, up 28 per cent and 24 per 
cent respectively, according to 
new figures. 

The capital’s continued 
gentrification means that more 
than one in 10 London homes are 
now worth more than six figures. 
The London boroughs with the 
newest millionaires are in 
Barking and Dagenham, 
Newham, Waltham Forest, and 
Redbridge, which were once 
unloved parts of the city. 
However, the ripple-out effect of 
surging prices in other 
already-expensive parts of 
London, along with the Olympic 
effect, have pushed property 
values to record highs. 

At the other end of the 


spectrum, Wales has the fewest 
million pound properties in 
Britain with only 1,404 —despite, 
a significant 11 per cent rise 
since last January. Scotland was 
the only region to see a fall in 
the number of million pound 
homes in 2015, dropping 4.5 per 
cent to below 9,000. 

The research, by property 
portal Zoopla, shows that 75,796 
new British property 
millionaires were created in 2015 
- that’s a staggering 200 per day. 


This 14 per cent rise takes the 
total to 622,939, and means 2.2 
per cent of all homeowners have 
a property worth £1 million or 
more. This three-bedroom

Citroen C4 

Take a look inside... 


The Citroen G4 works smarter 
rather than harder this time 
round, with a styling refresh, 
some super-economical engines 
slotted into the range and an 
interior that nudges its way quite 
markedly upmarket. If you’re not 
afraid of thinking outside the box 
a little, this is a car that earns an 
easy recommendation. 

Citroen has introduced some 
innovative three-cylinder 1.2-litre 
petrol engines that wear a 
PureTech badge. The fastest of 
these offers 130PS, skittling the 
C4 to 62mph from rest in just 
10.8 seconds, which is quicker 
than the 1.6-litre BlueHDi 100 
diesel alternative. The Puretech 
130 unit will keep at it until it 
runs out of answers at 124mph, 
so despite buying a small engine, 
you’re certainly not choosing a 
weak one. 

There are also a trio of diesels 
that are well worth considering. 
The BlueHDi 100 and 120 en¬ 
gines with a capacity of 1.6-litres 
deliver maximum power of, 
respectively, 99PS at 3,750rpm 
and 120PS at 3,500rpm. The 
torque at 1,750rpm is 254Nm 
for the BlueHDi 100 manual unit 
and 300Nm for the BlueHDi 120 
S&S with a 6-speed manual ‘box. 
If that’s not enough, then there’s 
also a top-of the-range BlueHDi 


150 model variant to consider. 

The C4’s silhouette hasn’t 
changed at all with this update 
but some of the details certainly 
have. The most obvious changes 
are the headlight units that now 
comprise two 3D chrome- 
finish modules on a gloss black 
background with LEDs adding a 
distinct light signature. 

The car also features chrome 
chevrons connecting the head¬ 
lights and the ribbed bonnet curv¬ 
ing into the sides is a neat touch. 
Moving aft, there are revise rear 
lights again with the 3D effect. 

A few more splashes of chrome 
and some revised alloy wheels 
and additional colours (including 
Platinum Grey and Spirit Grey) 
give the C4 a sharper look. 

The introduction of the latest 
engines has helped to drive 
down the cost of ownership. The 
diesels are a case in point, with 
these engines drastically reducing 
nitrogen oxide (NOx) emissions 
as well as shaving another 4% 
from the C02 figure. 

Go petrol and you’ll probably 
enjoy the 130PS PureTech unit, 
which manages 58.9mpg and 
emits just I I Og/km. To put that in 
perspective, the old I I OPS 1.6-li- 
tre e-HDI engine in the C4 only 
did Ig/km better and was slower, 
heavier and noisier.

He’s a giant of the game but with 
all due respect to big Vic you never 
know until you know, and after a 
game like this it’s clear he didn’t join 
Saints to wind down into retirement. 
If you didn’t know there was a fight- 
back coming at 21-0 then the look of 


determination on Matfield’s face as 
he dished out wisdom to his fellow 
forwards in the huddle would have 
told you all you need to know. 


5 Saints are getting better. Perhaps 
the cruellest aspect of the game 


(if it wasn’t denying Hill a try after his 
epic charge for the line) is that this 
was one of Northampton’s best per¬ 
formances this season. We don’t 
know what the future will bring but 
we do know it will be worth watch¬ 
ing.

England prop Alex Corbisiero has left 
Northampton Saints with immediate 
effect after the club made the decision 
to release him from his contract six 
months early.

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Cobblers strike duo bag 
the spoils at Plymouth

James Collins marked his debut 
with a goal as Northampton Town 
came out on top of League Two’s 
summit meeting with a massive 
win over fellow promotion con¬ 
tenders Plymouth Argyle. 

It was a trip to remember for the 
269 Cobblers fans who made the 
long trek down to Home Park as 
they saw their side move to within 
goal difference of the Pilgrims at 
the top of the table. 

It was an accomplished away per¬ 
formance from Chris Wilder’s men 
and the way they controlled the 
second half, in particular, was 
impressive - it was a fully deserved 
three points. 

In the end, Marc Richards’ 16th 
goal of the season added to Collins’ 
opener, which came gift-wrapped 
by Plymouth goalkeeper Luke 
McCormick, proved to be decisive. 

The gap between the Cobblers 
and the chasing pack just continues 
to grow - eight points now separate 
them and fourth-placed 
Portsmouth - and the campaign 
just seems to get better and better. 

Collins was given his bow after 
signing on loan from Shrewsbury 
last week, while Zander Diamond 
replaced Ryan Cresswell at centre 
back as the Cobblers made two 
changes from their 2-2 draw with 
MK Dons in the FA Cup three days 
ago. 

The Cobblers started confidently 
enough and had the first half¬ 
chance of the game as Richards 
headed Brendan Moloney’s cross 
from the right over in the fourth 
minute. 

It was, in truth, a tight beginning 
between two evenly-matched 
teams on what wasn’t the best of 
playing surfaces in Devon. 

Adam Smith was the first of the 
two goalkeepers to be forced into 
action as the Cobblers’ stopper 
tipped Reuben Reid’s header from

Gary Sawyer’s cross over the bar. 

Peter Hartley then prodded Jake 
Jervis’ resulting corner wide as the 
home side began to make most of 
the running with Richards and 
Collins having to feed off scraps. 
John-Joe O’Toole did have an 
attempt fumbled by McCormick, 
who was able to gather just as 
Collins thought he was getting to 
the rebound. 

But McCormick was to gift 
Northampton the opening goal 
after 37 minutes when, after receiv¬ 
ing a back-pass from Kelvin Mellor, 
he tried to dribble past Collins only 
to be dispossessed and present the 
striker with an empty net. 

That soft goal gave the Cobblers a 
half-time lead, although they were 
forced to replace the injured 
Lawson D’Ath with Nicky Adams 


five minutes before the break. 

In the first minute of the second 
half, Adams’ cross from the left 
almost led to a second goal for 
Town, with Ricky Holmes unlucky 
to see a back-post header loop just 
over the bar. 

The visitors were looking the 
stronger side and McCormick had 
to keep out Adams’ effort, but the 
Cobblers were to deservedly double 
their lead, even if their opponents 
gave them a helping hand again. 

It came from a poor clearance 
from Hartley, but the move that fol¬ 
lowed was beautifully slick as 
O’Toole received Richards’ 
return pass before laying the 
chance on aplate for Northampton’s 
top scorer. 

Plymouth responded by bringing 
on Craig Tanner and Gregg Wylde, 


but the Cobblers’ defence was 
standing up well with Rod 
McDonald impressing as he did the 
previous weekend. 

In front of the back four, the mid- 
field were keeping the Pilgrims at 
arm’s length with Adams sending a 
shot over from the edge of the area 
as the game moved into its closing 
stages. 

The hosts set up a grandstand 
finale with seven minutes left when 
Brunt sent in a cross from the right 
that Wylde reached at the back post 
to finish beyond Smith. 

Plymouth frantically pressed for 
an equaliser, but Josh Simpson 
heading over from close range in 
stoppage time was to be the only 
alarm for Northampton, who 
picked up arguably their most 
important points of the season.

Northampton landed a telling blow 
in the League 2 title scrap by 
recording a monumental win at 
Plymouth Argyle on Tuesday night. 
Now, a home FA Cup clash with 
Premier League behemoths 
Chelsea could be just rewards for 
Cobblers who, with a game in hand, 
sit joint top of the League. 

Chris Wilder’s side have to see off 
struggling MK Dons at Stadium MK 
in a third round replay first but 
they prepared for that with a domi¬ 
nant victory over Derek Adams’ 
Pilgrims in Devon. The South coast 
side had the luxury of a free week¬ 
end whereas Cobblers had gone 94 
minutes in their Sixfields FA Cup 
draw versus Milton Keynes.

It was certainly a debut to remem¬ 
ber for Shrewsbury loanee James 
Collins, who took 37 minutes to open 


his account for the Cobblers, even if 
he does owe a word of thanks to 
Plymouth goalkeeper Luke 
McCormick. 

Certainly the sight of him and Marc 
Richards both getting on the score 
sheet straight away was an encour¬ 
aging one and behind them, the ser¬ 
vice remained excellent. 

On Collins’ debut, Wilder said: “He 
chased something down (for his 
goal) and he’s been great since he’s 


come into the building. 

“I thought him and Marc Richards 
were a handful up front all day, when 
we got the ball up to them and we 
played some decent stuff. 

“There was a period in the second 
half where I thought we would really 
take it away from them, but fair play 
to them, they’ve got a lot of spirit and 
they stuck the ball in our box. 

“I thought there were a few dubious 
free kick decisions that went against 


us, but we handled everything.” 

■ The Cobblers could be facing 
Premier League champions Chelsea 
at Sixfields in the fourth round of the 
FA Cup, if they come through their 
replay at MK Dons next Tuesday.

Rapid rise for 
Saints prop 
Hill goes on

Northampton Saints prop Paul Hill 
is one of seven uncapped players 
to have been called up into Eddie 
Jones’ first-ever England squad 
ahead of this year’s Six Nations. 

It represents a rapid rise for the 
20-year-old tighthead signed from 
Bristol in the summer as he has 
only started three Premiership 
games in his career. 

However, he stood out in the lat¬ 
est of these at Leicester Tigers last 
Saturday, when he had a superb 
try after a 50-metre run harshly 
ruled out for a high tackle by Tom 
Wood in the build-up. 

There is also a recall for hooker 
Dylan Hartley, who was left out of 
England’s Rugby World Cup squad 
by Jones’ predecessor Stuart 
Lancaster after being suspended 
for a head-butt on Saracens’ Jamie 
George. 

Hartley, 29, has been widely 
tipped to take over as captain from 
Chris Robshaw and the squad is 
noticeable for the omission of his 
Leicester rival Tom Youngs. 

Lock Courtney Lawes has unsur¬ 
prisingly retained his place, while 
Kieran Brookes, who will miss the 
start of the Six Nations with a knee 
injury, has had his place taken up 
by Bath’s Henry Thomas. 

Missing out are Wood, who had 
been a staple of England’s back 
row for the last five years, and 
Luther Burrell, who has seen the 
uncapped Sam Hill (Exeter) and 
Elliott Daly (Wasps) preferred to 
him in the centres. 

Despite a fine return from injury 
by Ben Foden, the form of fellow 
full backs Mike Brown and Alex 
Goode meant he has been over¬ 
looked, while there was a recall for 
the former Saints winger Chris 
Ashton.
